' Still to be voted on is a moun- 
tain of some 100 amendments. 

Hubert Humphrey, D 
Minn., the bill's floor manager, 
figures the Senate 
should be

amendments, and drawing the 
wrath of Dixie leader Richard 
^B. Russell, DGa., who shouted 
the Senate was acting "in the 
spirit of a lynch mob!" 


Such dailydozen progress on 


the amendments 
would be a 


breathtaking change 
of pace 


after the 75 days of debate and 
filibuster 
which the senators 


voted Wednesday to choke off. 


In so doing it made history. 
For the first time the Senate 
^ invoked cloture — the limita 
* lion on debate — in a civil 


rights battle. The vote was 71 
t'o 29, four more than the neces 
sary two thirds majority. All 100 
senators were on hand, includ 
ing the ailing Sen. Glair Engle, 
DCalif., who cast his vote for 
cloture from a wheel chair. 


From then on, each senator 


is limited to one hour of speak 
ing time on all questions in con 


^nection with the measure. Lead 


ers said they were certain a 
substantial part of this 100 hours 
will not be used. A little more 
than two hours were consumed 
Wednesday 
after cloture was 


imposed.

Romney Not 
Available 
to GOP's

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 


The annual Governors Confer- 
ence, which has had all the as- 
pects of a miniature Republican 
convention, ends today with Sen. 
Barry Goldwater galloping al- 
most unchallenged toward the 
GOP presidential nomination. 


The 56th annual convention 


hasn't produced a moderate Re- 
publican opponent for the con- 
servative senator from Arizona. 


Former Vice President Rich- 


ard M. Nixon tried hard to stir 
up a nomination fight that some 
of 
his 
critics 
thought 
was 


aimed at opening the way for 
Nixon himself 
to run against 


President Johnson as a compro- 
mise choice. 


But none of the GOP gov- 


ernors who had claimed that 
Goldwater's views are not in the 
mainstream 
of 
Republican 


thinking wanted to take on the 
senator. ' 


Latest to bow out was Gov. 


George Romney of Michigan. He 
announced,through his press sec- 
retary Tuesday that he would 
not become an active candidate. 
Romney said he would accept a 
draft, but wouldn't go back on 
a 1962 commitment to Michigan 
voters not to seek national of- 
fice this year. 


This .announcement came aft- 


er Nixon said he had urged 
Romney to; run, and Romney 
said he had ben urged by some 
fellow, governors to make the 
race and would consider jt. 


Earlier; Gov. William W. 


Scranton of Pennsylvania retired 
from the field after former Pres- 
ident Dwight D. Eisenhower put 
on a go-and-stop operation in 
his behalf. Eisenhower 
urged 


Scranton to make himself more 
available, then advised the gov- 
ernor not to join any cabal 
against Goldwater. 


This left Gov. Nelson A. Rock- 


efeller pf New York as Goldwat- 
er's only avowed opponent. And 
it was evident that nqne of the 
other 
governors, nor 
Nixon 


wanted to support him. 


Nixon, who flew out of town 


after his strenous 
efforts to 


launch a stop-Goldwater move 
ment failed, warned party mod 
crates that there is less than a 
50-50 chance of preventing Gold 
water's nomination. 


He told a news conference in 


Baltimore that if Romney fails 
to actively seek the nomination 
it will go to Gotdwater on the 
first ballot at the convention In 
San Francisco next month. 


Nixon said both Rockefeller 


and Scranton are virtually out of 
the race and his own prospects 
are remote. 


Nixon called his efforts to get 


a governor into the race an at- 
tempt to create a "third force" 
between Goldwater and Rocke- 
feller. Asked if lie wasn't trying 
to stop Goldwater after having 
assured the senator prior to the 
June 2 California primary that 
he wouldn't join in such a move, 
Nixon replied: 


"Many Goldwater supporters 


would so construe it. I don't." 


Nixon said he was trying to 


advance a candidate who would 
represent the principles of the 
party as they are thought of in

At least .30 persons were dead, 


3<J missing and thousands home- 
less as the massive flood crest 
moved down the Missouri River 
over lowland areas past Great 
Falls, the state's largest city. 


As deadly floodwaters inched 


downward, weather observers 
expressed concern about condi- 
rivers today on both sides of tht 
tions on the Missouri 200 miles 
upstream from Great falls. 


Normally shallow mountain 


streams still were running like 
rivers today on both sides of the 
Continental 
Divide, 
pouring 


thousands of cubic feet a second 
into flood control reservoirs. 


There was no immediate dan- 


ger to communities downstream 
from Great Falls although offi- 
cials evacuated Loma, a com- 
munity of 200 at the junction of 
the Teton fti'vef and the Mis- 
souri.
